He gave his 
hearty approval to the views of the 
President about the repeal of the purchasing 
clause of the Sherman bill, but he believed 
that the present business depression was not 
due to the Sherman bill.

Mr. Harter (Dem.) of Ohio in speaking in 
favor of repeal, likened Uncle sam to a man 
in the last stages of alcoholism. A drunken 
man taken to an emergency hospital would 
receive treatment by the doctors, who would 
agree upon their treatment, but Uncle Sam's 
Goctors did not seem to agree in the 
diagnosis. During his remarks Mr. Harter, 
had some little controversies with the Re- 
publicans, in which he charged the Repub- 
liean party with being responsible for the 
present situation, but at the same time 
eulogized Senator Sherman for his attitude 
at the time of the passage of the law which 
Dears his name. Instead of being abused, he 
said, Senetor Sherman should receive the 
grateful thanks of the people.

CONGRESSIONAL GOSSIP. 


Question as to Whether Heat Will Pre- 
vent Debate—Gleanings. 

WASHINGTON, Aug. 12.—The extraordinary 
vigor with which the silver debate opened in 
the House yesterday already raises a ques- 
tion of physical endurance as to whether the 
pace can be maintained for the fourteen 
days prescribed by the resolution adopted 
with the existing conditions of rainless, 
sultry weather. Many ofthe members who 
desire to impress upon their constituents the 


idea that their representativesare taking a 
prominent part in shaping national policy 
on this momentous issue will doudbtless take 
ad van e of the opportunity afforded by the 
general leave to print. Inthis manner they 
will secure the publication of their remarks 
inthe discussion and an authorization to 
rint a sufficient number of copies to supply 
o their constituents without taking chances 
by testing their undeveloped debating 
wers on the floor of the House. It is there- 
ore expected that afteraday ortwo the 
length of the day’s sessions will be curtailed 
and that the privilege of demanding night 
sessions will be seldom taken advantage of, 
if at all. 

Nevertheless, it must be borne in mind that 
Congress under more favorable climatic con- 
ditions has indulged in debates on the tariff 
and other questions far exceeding in length 
that prescribed for the silver discussion. The 
Biand resolution provides for about sixty 
one-hour speeches and about 100 five-minute 
speeches—or 160 opportunities of oratory to 
be distributed in a House of 356 members. 


STEERIKG COMMITTEE INDUSTRIOUS. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., Aug. 12.—The Steering 
Committee of the Democratic Senatorial cau- 
dus is working dlligently, but without definite 
results yet. Some of the members are in 
favor of deferring consideration of silver in 
the Senate until the question shall have been 
decided in the House. The anti-silverites 
believe that the House will vote to repeal the 
Sherman act without attaching any condl- 
tion. They think this action would influence 
some of the wavering Senators to join the 
majority. 

VEST’S ESTIMATE. 

New YorK, Aug. 12.—Senator Vest has 
written a personal letter to a gentleman in 
this city saying that the majority against the 
unconditional repeal of the Sherman law 
will be at least eight. 


SILVER PURCHASES. 
WASHINGTON, Aug. 12.—The Treasury De- 
was yesterday offered 652,000 
ounces of silver at prices from §0.76 to $0. 7615 
per ounce, A small lot was bought 
at $0. 7515 her ounce, the other 


declined and a copnter offer of 
$0.7515 made. This morning Acting 
Director Preston received telegrams accept- 
ing his offer. The total purchase for the day 
footed up to 652,000 ounces—all offered at 
$7,515, making the aggregate purchases for 
Aug. 1,506,000 ounces. 


MACKLIND’S AX. 


It Severs Twenty Heads in the Interest 
of the Republicans. 


Jere J. Sullivan, Superintemdent of Exca- 
vations, has scored one against Capt. Thos. 
Macklind, General Superintendent of Street 
Cleaning and Repairs. It will be remembered 
the Captain sent him an order some days ago 
to dispense with the services of twenty men 
who were employed under him. Sullivan 
told him he did not recognize his authority 
in the premises,as the Superintendent of 
Excavations was an appointee of the Street 
Commissioner and responsible to him only 
forthe men he employed. When Macklind 
recovered his breath he investigated and 
found that Jere was right. Then he went 
with his tale of woe to Assistant 
Street Commissioner Rauschenbach and 
implored him to back him up in the matter 
and enable him to maintain the dignity of 
his position. As itispretty well known that 
Capt. Macklind was putin his present place 
by the Mayor to act as his official executioner 
in decapitating Democratic heads in the 
Street Department, Mr. Rauschenbach saw 
that it was his duty to come to the rescue of 
the Mayor’s appointee. Accordingly another 
order was drawn up embracing the names of 
the twenty Democratic day employes who 
were to be released and forward to Supt. 
Sullivan yesterday. The order was signed by 
M. J. Murphy, Street Commissioner, per Aug. 
Rauschenbach, Assistant Street ommis- 
sioner. 

Sullivan said he could not go back on that 
order, and so notified the men he would have 
to let them go. 

Macklind, whe has deen in the department 
during three administrations, Republican 
and Democratic, and who was never dis- 
turbed, is roundly abused on all sides for his 
present display of rank rtisanship. 

Mr. Rauschenbach said to-day he issued the 
order because the force was too large. 

**We want men who will do a man’s work 
every day, and we must keep on discharging 
and re-employing until we get them. 

He further intimated that the present poll- 
cy would ve to hold the saperintendents re- 
sponsible for the eharacter of their em- 
ployes.

The Sister Ship to the Columbia Takes 
: the Water. 


SENT FROM THE WAYS AT 2:30 O’CLOCE 
THIS AFTERNOON. 


Ohr istened by Miss Lizzie Washburn, 
Daughter of the Minnesota Senator, 
With the Customary Bottle of Cham- 
Parne — Hundreds of Invited Guests 
Present, Including a Party From Wash- 
ington. | 


PHILADELPHIA, Pa., Aug. 12.—With cere- 
monies that were practically a repetition of 
the observances at the launching of the com- 
merce destroyer Columbia one year ago, the 
Minneapelis, a sister ship, was successfully 
sent from the ways at the William Oramp & 
Sons Co. s ship yard here shortly after 2:30 
o’clock this afternoon. The christening was 
done by Miss Lizzie M. Washburn, a daugh- 
ter of the Minnesota Senator, with the custo- 
mary bottle of champagne. 

The invited guests numbered several hun- 
dred, the majority of whom came on a 
special train from Washington, which the 
Cramps placed at the disposition of the Sec- 
retary ofthe Navy. Prominent among the 
attendants, besides the Vice-President, and 
who were stationed onthe stand atthe bow 
o the ship, were Secretary of the Navy Her- 
bert and daughter Leila, the latter having 
recently christened the battleship Massachu- 
Setts; Senator and Mrs. Washburn of Minne- 
sota, Senatorand Mrs. Stockbridge, Senator 
and Mrs. Manderson, Senator and Mrs. 
Cockrell, Congressman McAleer of Pennsyl- 
vania, Chief Naval Constructor Philip Hich- 
born, Congressmen Breckenridge, Cogswell, 
Livingston, Meyer, Cummings and Boutelle, 
the members of the Senate and House Com- 
mittee on Naval Affairs, and others, includ- 
ing a distinguished party from Minnesota, 
who were invited by Senator Washb§rn. 

After the launch the guests 
quetted in the Cramps’ office, and late this 
afternoon the return trip to the national 
capital was made. 

The Minneapolisis the two hundred and 
seventy-third ship that the Cramps have 
launched, and is the eleventh warship of the 
new navy, beginning with the double tur- 
reted monitor Terror, which was launched 
in 1884, to have been launched by this firm. 

The new triple-screw cruiser Minneapolis 
is the second triple-screw war ship bullt for 
the new navy of the United States. The first 
was the Columbia. The Columbia is still at 
the yards of her builders, the Cramps. She 
will probably be ready for her initial tests in 
four weeks. 

The Minneapolis is a sister ship of the 
Columbia. Thetwo vessels have the same 
general dimensions, differing only in minor 
details. It anything, the Minneapolis will be 
equipped than the Columbia. 
Improvements which were discovered 
when work on the Columbia was too 
far on to admit of making changes have 
been introduced into the Minneapolis. The 
15-foot 9 inch boilers of the Minneapolis, for 
instance, are 2 feet longer than those of 
the Columbia, being 20 feet in length. The 
15-foot 3- inch diameter boilers of the Colum- 
Dia have been increased in length in the Min- 
neapolis 1%. inches. The corrugated fur- 
naces in the boilers of the Columbia of 15-feet 
9-inch diameter are increased from as foot 
g- inch diameter tos feet (inches in the Min- 
neapolis. The principal dimensions of the 
Minneapolis are: Length, 412 feet; beam, 58 
feet 2inches, mean load draught, 24 feet; 
displacement, 7,475 tons. 

The Minneapolis will carry a battery of 
1 inch breech-loading rifie as a bow- 
chaser, 2 6-inch breech-loaaing rifies, 12 4- 
inch rapid-fire guns, 12 6-pounder and 8 1 
pounder Hotchkiss rapid-fire guns and 4 
gatlings. In addition there are s torpedo 
discharge tubes. 

The Minneapolis must show on trial a max- 
imum speed of twenty-two Knots an hour. 
She must also demonstrate her ability to 
maintain a continuous steaming speed of 
twenty-one knots an hour. The innea- 
polis represents the most advanced type of 
the modern commerce destroyer. She will 
possess a speed power sufficient to run down 
and overtake, with but few exceptions, the 
fastest merchant craft afloat. At the same 
time the new ship will carry a battery suf- 
ficiently powerful to make her a dangerous 
adversary inthe event of being forced into 
action by any of the unprotected cruisers of 
an enemy. 

The contract for the construction of the 
ship was awarded to the Cramps Aug. 31, 
1892. The contract called for the completion 
of the vessel in two years. The Cramps will 
be overtime intheir contract, since the fact 
of the vessel being ready for launching is by 
no means indicative that her construction 
work is completed. The lowest bid on the 
Minneapolis was turned in by the Bath Iron- 
Works of Bath, Me. The cost of the Minne- 
apolis, exclusive of armament, will be 
$2,690, 000. .

NO CAUSE FOR ALARM. 


A Reassuring Dispatch From Surgeon 
Macrader at Pensacola. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Aug. 12.—Surgeon- 
General Wyman this morning received the 
following telegram from Passed Assistant 
Surgeon Macruder of the Marine Hospital 
Service stationed at Pensacola, Fia., touch- 
ing the yellow fever outbreak there: 

No new or suspicious cases have appeared 
since the two deaths already reporte i. Ex- 
citement rapidly subsiding. House to house 
inspection begun to day under orders of State 
health officers and will be completed Sunday. 
A proclamation was also issued by the same 
officers, stating no cause for undue alarm 
seems to exist at present.’’ 


TWO CASES AT FORT MAGAN. 
WASHINGTON, D. C. Aug. 12.—A telegram 
from the Mobile Quarantine Board states 
that the English ship Galenora had arrived 
at Fort Magan with two cases of yellow 


fever on board. President Hargis of the 
Pensacola Board of Health notified Surgeon- 
General Wyman that there were no new 
cases of yellow fever at that polnt. 


WILL BE RELEASED TO-MORROW. 
NEW ORLEANS, La., Aug. 12.—The forty- 
eight passengers who were detained Thurs- 
day will be allowed to enter the city Sunday. 
A rigid inspection will be continued until the 
plague is stamped out at Pensacola. 


GOV. HOGG’S PROCLAMATION. 
AUSTIN, Tex., Aug. 12.—Under proclama- 
tion from Gov. Hogga quarantine has been 


established against Pensacola. All persons 
from that point will be quaraatined.

Chief of Police Harrigan this morning re- 
cel vod a remarkable communication in Ger 
man from a man signing himself John M.

REPAIRING AN OCEAN CABLE. 


How a Deep-Sea Break Is Found 
Repaired. 
Frem the New Orleans Times-Democrat. 

It has always been a matter of speculation 
and wonder to most people as to how a ma- 
rine cable once broken in mid-ocean is ever 
got together again. The explanation is this: 
First, it must be known that the cable prac 
tically rests every where on the bottom of the 
sea. Of course there are placee where sudden 
deep places coming between shallow ones 


will cause the cable to make a span as over a 
ravine or gully. In other places the ocean is 
so deep that the cable finds its specific grav- 
ity somewhere in midwater, soto speak. In 
that ease it rests quite as firmly as it it were 
on solid ground. 

When a break occurs the first step, of 
course, is to accurately locate its position. 
A conductor such asacable offers a certain 
amount of obstruction or ‘‘resistance’’ tothe 
paseage ofan electric current. Apparatus 

as been devised for the measuring of this 
resistance.“ The unit of resistance is called 
anohm. The resistance of the average cable 
is, roughly speaking, three ohms per naut!- 
cal mile. Resistance practically ceases at 
the point where the conductors make consid- 
erable contact withthe water. Therefore if, 
when measuring to locate a break, it be 
found that the measuring apparatus indi- 
cates a resistance of 900 ohms, the position of 
—— fault will de known to be 800 miles from 
shore. 

With this informationthe captain of the 
repairing ship is able to determine by his 
charts of the course of the cable, the latitude 
and longitade of the spot where the break oc- 
curred, andcan proceed with certainty to 
effect the repair. When the approximate 
neighborhood of the track is reached a grap- 
nel is Gropped overboard ana the vessel 
steomssiowly in a course at right angles to 
the run ofthe cable. On the deck of the shi 
there is a machine called a dynometer, which 
as its name implies, is used to measure 
resistance. Ihe rope securing the grapnel 
passes under this. if the dynometer denotes 
a steady increase of strain it indicates that 
the grapnel has caught the cable. If, on the 
other hand, the resistance varies from noth. 
ing to tons, and from tons to nothing again, 
it is Known that the pnel is only engaging 
rock Or other projections of an uneve bot.

FOSSIL FORESTS. 


Silicified Stumps and Trees in the Yellow- 
stone Region. 


From the Popular Science Menthly. 
These standing silicified stumps and fallen 


trees were found varying in diameter from 
one to seven feet, says a writer. Two sec- 
tions of trees were found so perfect that the 
rings of annual growth throughout could be 
counted, except a few, fifteen or twenty, 
near the heart and bark. One tree, measur- 
ing three feet in diameter, had 222 rings of 
growth; and another of three feet five inches 


in diameter, had 243—this without any allow- 
ance for a few missing rings at the center and 
toward the bark. The larger of these trees 
was only about half the size of the largest 
seen. Many were found varying in diameter 
from five to seven feet, but none of this size 
was seen exposing the rings throughout the

A Ruined Temple Discovered ig the 
ö Colorado Desert. 


ASan Diego (Cal.) correspondent of the 
New York Tribune says: The Colorado Desert 
isa land of mystery which noone has ever 
explored thoroughly because of the cost and 
dauger. All the roads are lined with skele- 
tons of unfortunate prospectors who have 
perished of thirst, and at this season only 
the hardened desert Arab can endure 
the heat. Four old prospectors, who 
have just returned from a trip onthe desert, 


report the discovery of ruins ofa prehistoric 
temple near the Mexican line, with columns 
carved in semblance of rattlesnakes. Their 
find promises to be the most important 
arch@ological discovery made in this con- 
tury. 

About a month ago, Hank“ Ferguson, 
Theodore Price, Gus“ Atherton and Jobin 
Cline, at Yuma, started on a prospecting 
trip, and incidentally to seach for the Peg 
— mine. They crossed the Colorado and 
took a new course toward the northern spars 
of the Cocopah Mountains. After several 
days they reached a broken country of 
granite and porphyry formation that gave 
3 of bearing gold. They found a water 

ole, and, making camp, prepared for pros - 
— the locality systematically. One 

ay Ferguson came to camp and reported 
that out on the desert he had seen through 
his glass what — to be a row of stone 
columns protruding above the sand several 
feet. Next day he and Cline set out for the 
spot. it was several miles away and the 
sand was deep, but on arriving they feit well 
repaid for their trouble. What appeared to 
be dikes were finely carved granite columns 
about 18 feet in height. On top of these were 
huge rectanguiar blocks of cut granite 
weighing tons. Realizing the great historical 
value of this discovery, they returned to 
camp and informed tbeir comrades of the 
nature of their find. 

Next morning the entire party went to the 
ruins. They first endeavored to approx!i- 
mate the size, and as nearly as could as- 
certained from the pillars above the sand 
the dimensions were by 260 feet. On one

of the imports and exports for the year 
ending June 80, 1898, our merchandise ex- 
changes with foreign nations footed up 
$941 ,361, 421 of imports, against $830, 876, 908 
of exports, showing an adverse balance 
of $110, 485,513 to account for the drain of 
gold. As our net exports of gold and silver 
coin and bullion in the same year 
amounted to 105, 050, 580 it appeared that 
we had parted with even less of our 
precious metals than was needed to pay off 
the balance against us. 

But in a later corrected report the 
bureau admits that the imports from 
Brazil were included at their valua- 
tion in the depreciated currency of that 
country, which was §75,000,000in excess of 
their gold value. What other errors may 
be discovered, exaggerating the value of 
our merchandise imports, we do not know, 
but deducting this one error reduces the 
balance against us from $110,485,518 to 
$35,485,518. Andfor aught we know to 
the contrary this $35,000,000, instead of 
representing an adverse balance payable 
by us, may represent only the profit of our 
foreign trade. 

According to these corrected figures we 
exported about $70,000,000 more of gold 
and silver than was needed to settle any 
balance against us, and this exported ex- 
cess tells of at least $70,000,000 worth of 
gold bonds thrown back on our hands to 
drain away our gold. 

Now it is said that similar errors in 
customs reports of our trade with 
other Spanish American countries may be 
so corrected as to almost efface the excess 
of imports over exports, and to show that 
the entire 5105, 000, 000 of silver and gold 
we have lost went to pay for returned gold 
bonds thrown back upon our hands by 
distrustful European holders. 

It seems to us that, if the Treasury 
Bureau of Statistics cannot send out ac- 
curate and reliable trade statements in 
times like these, it should not be allowed 
to send out any. 


JUDICIAL USURPATION. 

The Richardson-Belknap contested elec- 
tion case affords a curious example of the 
disposition among judicial officers to in- 
terfere in matters which the Constitution 
places in other hands. Atthe last election 
G. B. Richardson was chosen representa- 
tive in Congress from the Grand Rapids 
(Mich.) district over Charles E. Belknap 
by a plurality of ten votes, or 20,095 to 
20,085. The State Canvassing Board gave 
the certificate to Richardson, and the 
Clerk of the House placed his name en the 
roll as required by law. 

Belknap gave notice of contest and pro- 
curedan order from the court upon the 
Canvassing Board to issue a certificate to 
him on the ground that there had been 
an error in the count. The board having, 
meanwhile, changed its political com- 
plexion, obeyed the mandamus and issued 
a certificate which the Clerk placed on 
file.’’ 

The action of the court was a clear in- 
vasion of a right possessed by the State 
Board of Canvassers as well as an attempt 
to force a member upon the lower house in 
defiance of the constitutional provision 
making each house of Oongress judge of 
the election and qualifications of its own 
members. It has no more right to pass 
upon the facts in the case and deliver a 
binding opinion than had the humblest 
Justice of the Peace. Such duty was 
placed by the Constitution in other hands. 

The disposition of judicial officers to 
make law rather, than to define it is the 
source of many abuses which often become 
oppressive. The \ Michigan instance is 
only one of many, for they are becoming 
more and more frequent. The tendency is 
one which should be closely watched and 
checked by popular action.

The Reported Revolt Against President 
Ezeta on July 2. f 


CONCOCTED BY ANTONIO EZETA AND or- 
ERATED BY FLORES. 


The Main Obj ct Wes to Get Rid of Cer. 
tain Obnaxious Individuale—Disci- 
pline Eetween a Firing Party anda 
Stone Wali—Fiores Fell a Victim. In- 


stead—Foreign. 


New York, Aug. 12.—Panama advices to 
Aug. 3 state the outbreak in Salvador. July 2, 
reported as a revolt against Ezeta takes ona 
different character in the light of tne latest 
advices. The facts now are said to be these: 
It was the great muster day of the depart- 
mental militia atthe city of Santa Ana, and 
there was under arms in the plaza a force of 
some 4,000men. Col. Flores, second in com- 
mand, having started his so-called revolt, 
sent attachments to President Ezeta and 
Gen. Perez, the commanding General, both 
of whom he ordered to be summarily shot. 
When Ezeta appeared the rebels“ detailed 
to shoot him presented arms and followed 
him back to the Cuartel. 

Thesame thing occurred with Gen. Perez, 
who hadtened to the Cuartel with the inten- 
tion of restoring order. As the two chiefs 
approached the scene of disturbance from 
different points the troops under Flores 
opened a sharp fire upon them and the sol- 
diers accompanying them. Not a man was 
hit, however, nor was the fre returned, and 
through the storm of bullets the two gener- 
als marched into the Cuartel. There they 
were joined by Police Commandant Vasquez, 
who suddenly drew his revolver and shot 
Flores. The troops thereupon presented 
arms and the affair terminated. 

During the excitement the forces in the 
plaza made no effort to take part in the 
trouble. 

The mutiny was concocted by Antonio 
Ezeta himself, and put in operation with the 
aid of the unfortunate Floresin order to get 
rid of certain obnoxious individuals. The 
plan, it is declared, was to haye the mutiny 
quelled by the aid of the militig if the troops 
had taken the thing too serio and got De- 
yond Fiores’ control. Flore as then to 
have disclosed the names of the persons 
agreed upon as being back of him, and they 
would have been .disciplined between a fir- 
ing party and a stone wall, Flores escaping 
punishment. 

The untimely zeal of Vasquez smashed the 
combination and the only victim was 
Flores. 

DEMAND SACAZA’S RECALL. 

MANAUGUA, Nicaragua, Aug. 12.—The pre- 
valling opinion seems to be that the truce 
between the Grenada and Leon factions can- 
not be maintained: The friends of the de- 
posed President, Sacaza, desire his recall 
from the United States. Many business firms 
are bankrupt and money is exceedingly 


scarce. It is unsafe to goa league outside 
the towns owing to the predatory bands of 
discharged soldiers. There is a sentiment 
among the better classin favor of a United 


states protectorate,and itfis growing, though 


the influences are persistently hostile to 
American ascendency here. The American 
Minister is endeavoring to prevent an out- 
break, but he is not seconded by other 


diplomats. 
ATTACK BY REVOLUTIONISTS. 

EaGLe Pass, Tex., Aug. 11.—An unsuccess- 
ful attack was made by revolutionists yes- 
terday on Allen's, a town forty miles from 
here, by which the Mayor, Severaino Voldoz, 


was severely wounded, Conscription has 
been going on at Piedras Negras to-day, and 
a force has been armed to uphold the authori- 
ties. The trouble concerns only the Coahulla 
State Government. 


A RELIGIOUS RIOT. 

BoMBAY, Aug. 12.—Mohammedans and Hin- 
doos quarreled inthis city yesterday anda 
religious riot occurred which was intensified 
by an effort onthe part of the Mohammedans 


to storm one of the holy temples of the Hin- 
doos. A desperate fight occurred and even- 
tually the Mohammedans were driven away, 
though fighting continued all dar. Troops 
finally succeeded in restoring order, Another 
outbreak is liable at any time. 


CHILI WILL ASK DAMAGES, 
VALPARAISO, Aug. 12.—Horace Lyon, Mana- 
ger ofthe South American Steamer Co., has 
started for Washington.

MRS. HOLLAND’S TESTIMONY. 


Statements at the Mah Mahon Inquest Re- 
flecting on the Dead Woman’s Husband.

Mrs. Holland testified that her hus- 
band, Patrick Mahon, had sold their furniture 
and forced her to make money by associat- 
ing with other men and give the money to 
him. The Mahons formerly lived at 2218 
O’Fallon street. About two months ago it 
is alleged that Mahon cut his wife.
